It wa? not made to build roids or 
canals, to tuili u:> manufacturer, to reform 
Slate inbtitulione, to teach morals and relig- 
ion, to euperinlend education or carry cut the 
conscience of a ma j >ri ,y. 

li e opposition has usuilly been striving to 
uee the Federal Government for some object 
it W26 not meant to accompli&h. Qae while 
tbey h.ve u?en for a national bark to control 
ibe currency; one while fcr high tariffs to 
build up manufactures; and one wllle for 
makirg reads and einalt: and, finally, for the 
restriction rnd destructloa of slavery. Not 
one of these objects did our fathers have in 
view when they m*-3e the Federal Govern- 
ment. It was not needed for any of these pur- 
pose*, and not fit to be ueed to accomplish 
them. If they had foreseen that it would be 
•jervertcd to £tich purposes, it is not likely it 
would ever have been nitde. 

The Democratic party hia uniformly teen 
an ogpoeition pariy to S3me project that 
others wished to use the Federal Government 
to acc:mpl ; 8h. Its chief object has ber.a to 
prevent Congressional legislation upon some 
unauthorized subject, and confine the action 
of the Federal Government to the objects fcr 
which It was formed. Thia party will remain, 
however othere may shift about, die aad ccme 
to hfc again, now ruiEing after one olject and 
then another that the Federal Government 
ha« no buts!ucc3 with. These parlies that live 
and die upon sp'e'al ends, rloh't understand 
why a man rhould oppose them, unites he is 
agMcst their hobby. 

If you will not go for a greit system of in- 
ternal improvements by the. Federal Govern- 
ment, then you are opposed to internal im- 
provements. Jf vdu will not go for some 
6chcme to promote education by the Federal 
Government, tho.n you are opposed to educa- 
tion. Lately, the Democrats of New Je«ey 
would not ratify 'he act abolishing slavery. 
Straightway they arc set down as pro -slavery. 
Th'y can'- conceive why a man should scru- 
ple to use Federal power to do '.-bit he wants 
done. When the i.egro agony dies out, we 
shall have a party bent on abolishing tie 
Catholic religion by |fc| power of the Federal 
Government; when the Democracy protest, ts 
they will be sure to do, they will all be Catho 
lies, in the party vocabulary; no better p;oof 
will b; wanted. 

Thi party In power hua had an opportunity 
to m>ke a lull development of what the oppo- 
sition to the Dsmocracy will do. They recog 
nizi no limits on their powar. Whatever th y 
deem necessary to save v hat they call the life 
of the nation, they caa do. 

Limits to the power ot rulers is all that 
makea the merit of free go\crnments over 
despotUm. It matters not much how a man 
becomes a rul?r, but what his power Is es a 
rnlcr. If it is only limited by his discratlon, 
tlie Government U despotic. So it will be 
with these parties founded on particular ob- 
j i Co. Confine the Federal Government to it a 
Jog itim ate channel, and there would scarcely 
be room lor parties. There will slw?ys be a 
party after other objects— a progrttsive puty 
that can't be confined to constitutional limits. 
And it is not improbable that their success 
will put an end, for a time at least, to cosbUh 
tuiional government 

ETWe are still told that the nation is in a 
struggle for life. That Is all pretense. The 
nation has shown itself to have power to take 
caro of its life, and other people's lives, too. If 
there is ony peril to the integrity of the coun- 
try, it in iu the ill uee of tb is power; not that 
it is not amply sufficient to accomplish all that 
power could properly eccomplish.

Welles, Secretary of I ha Navy, get your power 
from the people. Ibis wr.e the strain an-1 tone 
of the whole speech, mixed with a lecture to 
the 8 nato cn the uclion of that be. jy on the 
rebellious 8tate-. 

It wes impossible to prlv a full report slU 
ting ia the gal'ery.

Bramlctte'a ignor- 
nce of his superior claims. 

This regiment will soon bo completely or* 
ganized and ready for the fi?ld, and I would 
advise all guerrillas, horse-thieves and other 
evil-doers to stand from under. 

They have spurned and trampled under foot 
all law, therefore they must abandon all hope 
ot being dealt with by law when captured. 

I presume this regiment will be retained in 
the State, or It should by all means; for nc 
troops are bettor fitted for that purpose than 
our own, as they know the geography of the 
country as well aa the people, waieu is the 
chief element and secret of success.
